This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention: 1) various IEM (image enhancing moieties) including organic molecules, metal ions, 
clusters, particles, labeled peptides, labeled proteins, labeled polymers, labeled liposomes, and dyes, 2) 
various PBM (protein binding moieties), including, drugs, organic molecules, porphyrins, ligands, steroids, 
lipids, hormones, peptides, proteins, oligonucleotides and antibodies, 2) various "modification sites. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on 
the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable.
